that they would nob recognize his au- 
thority, and they threatened to have 
him excluded from the room. 


The parties became very much er 


cited, and Smiley told Glunio not to 
Bpeak to him ncain or he would "api 
down his throat." 


The affair finally calmed down for a 


time, but when tho committee reaasem 
bled this afternoon Auditor Smiley of 
ffered a resolution declaring that Clunie' 
Conduct W8B unbearable end ordering 
tho registrar to exclude him from the 
room. 


This led to more trouble, and Clunie 


decided to leave. He warned Regietrai 
Grown not to touch him and told him ii 
be did

liable.

Dear Sir:—Your circular letter in re 


gerd to raisins, dated tho 2Cth instant 
to hand. In it yon ask for suggestion 
I wish to re now the same suggestions I 
made In tho beginning of the rpreaei 
season, which In effect, are as follows: 


That the flret object to arrive at is to 


obtain a uuunicious action of the grow 
era. With that result obtained, the as- 
surance of success of tbe raisin bueineu, 
is secured. If all the growers ia the 
elate actin unison, it is a very simple 
matter for them to select as representa- 
tives, a number of fir no a fa San Fran- 
cisco, who have been engaged in the 
business a sufficient length ol time to 
have acquired a thorough, knowledge ol 
the bueineaa. 


This suggestion is not made with the 


object of excluding from the business, 
any firm who ie at present engaged in 
eellin£ raisins to any extent, but to con- 
fine tbe handling of all raisins Irom the 
producora to those firms who at present 
are largely concerned. That the busi- 
ness, or rather tho connertions made by 
the Fresno people, be made, as a rule, 
with San Francisco houses. In turn, 
let them select, in the various desirable 
markets in the east, their own represen- 
tatives, or keep their present brokers, 
and by this means, confine the bueioeeB 
io their agent. 


You know our experience of last year, 


and in a measure present ycar'd experi- 
ence the most injury has been done by 
.he indiscriminate eel ling 
oi 
goods. 


Nearly every commiseion man, retail or 
wholesale grocervin Chicago tho paeisea- 
son, was in receipt of raisins from Call- 
ornia. Any man who made any preten- 
ions to business in that lino, that could 
incl room enough to put his desk, bad 
at his disposal, from one to five cars of 
aisins. 
These goods in a number of cases were 


jrwarded to Chicago and other points, 
he consignor not knowing what disposi- 
ion would be mide of them upon their 
rrival. 
Arriving there himself a day or two, or 
oEsibly a week before his goods were 
ue, his first object was to provide a snf-

nade the best promises and was willing 
o advance the money for tho freight, re" 
oived the goods.
